Every October the press releases 
about Andover High School reunions 
Start pouring into the Townsman 
offices. Just like families, some of these 
class reunions are very organized, min 
like General Motors 

Some are, shall we say, nof very 
organized — as in, “This notice Aas to 
run in this week's Towrsman. It will be 
too late next week, since the event is 
Saturday 

Thanks for sharing... Now we know 
who put the ‘fun’ in ‘dysfunctional’ 

So we do what we can, tring to 
reward those senders who are always 


early, and trying to accommodate the 
late ones who scribble something on a 
spiral-bound pocket notebook at the cor- 
ner of Bartlet and Chestnut streets, then 
fling it at the Townsrnan building as 
they drive through the intersection. 

Reunions take place in towns all 
over the country, but here in Andover 
this scenario has a particular flavor I'd 
like to share with you. 

Every summer, people start to make 
vacation plans through the end of the 
year. If they graduated from Andover 
High, many of their inquiries come to 
this desk. 

As in, “Have you heard when my 
class will hold its reunion this year?” 

Some people know it’s summer when 
school is out, or when the mercury 
rises; I know when the reunion calls 
start coming in 

AHS reunion committees typically 
set a date for Thanksgiving weekend, or 
some other time next month. However, 
they usually don't start thinking about 
getting the word out until after Labor 
Day. Yet over the years I've noticed a 
pattern, and if it doesn’t come up, I usu- 
ally can't resist a little follow-up ques- 
tion 

“Well yes, I called Andover High. but 
they said they don't keep track of 
reunions, that the paper would know.” 
Or that “someone at the paper keeps 
track of it” Or that they “don't have 
anything to do with that.” 

One thing about these calls that has 
made an impression — well, there are 


two things, actually. 

No. 1: How nice some of these AHS 
alumni callers are.

No. 2: How many callers say the 
Andover High staffers who took their 
inquiry calls were unhelpful, abrupt or 
rude.

Some of these callers tell me they 
were transferred to the counseling 
department before getting stonewalled, 
then referred to us. Having five princi- 
pals during the last six years might 
have something to do with this. 

As I said to one mystified caller 3,000 
miles away, who was eagerly looking 
forward to her 10-year reunion, “I had a 
boss who always referred to his adult 
children as being ‘off his payroll.’ ” 

And Andover High alumni are clear- 
ly off the AHS “payroll.” Hey, love those 
class gifts, but facilitate a get-together? 

Not my job, they say. 

I got one of those replies myself 
when I called “about reunions” last 
week. The secretary said, “There is no 
one at the High School to take these 
calls. But I think there was something 
in the Townsman.” 

So I called Mike Marcoux, the senior 
class co-adviser, who's been there since 
1983. He helps with the five-year 
reunions, on a volunteer advisory basis. 
That accounts for why a lot of the

Editor, Townsman: 

The proposed Powder 
development should not be allowed to 
go forward merely because the Plan- 
ning Board and the Conservation Com- 
mission gave it their blessing last 
spring. 

In the meantime it has come to light 
that the developer, Northpoint Realty, 
did not make available to anyone the 
results of borings done at the site in 
January. Were it not for Everett Pen- 
ney and the DEP we would probably 
still be unaware of how serious the con- 
tamination there is. 

A report prepared by Simmons Envi- 
ronmental Services Inc., dated June 2, 
references tests as early as Jan. 10. 
Reportable groundwater contamina- 
tion and reportable arsenic concentra- 
tions were found along with heavy met- 
als not permitted in residential areas. 
The report contains recommendations 
for additional work required to comply 
with the provisions of the Massachu- 
setts Contingency Plan. The report also 
states that “the conditions should be 
manageable by appropriate site investi- 
gation techniques and risk-characteri- 
zation measures.” We are not reas- 
sured and question when these prob- 
lems will be fully addressed. 

Concerned citizens in the neighbor- 
hood have been petitioning the DEP 
and MEPA for help. We look to the 
selectmen for leadership. These issues 
must be addressed. We believe the site 
should be cleaned up, the existing 
affordable housing (all historic proper- 
ties) rehabilitated, and the archeologi- 
cal remains preserved in a park to be 
created.

Town Counsel Tom Urbelis said that 
Andover officials followed protocol when 
they sent a letter to State Financial in 
April 1994 informing the firm’ of 
\ndover's intent to foreclose on the prop- 

\fter the firm did not respond, the 

town sent another letter by certified mail 
in October 1994 notifying the firm of the 
foreclosure, and again did not receive a 
response, he said 

But in 1995, when the town got word 
that State Financial was advertising the 
island for sale, officials realized some 
thing was wrong, said Reilly 

“We contacted State Financial Ser 
vices and said they couldn't possibly sell 
it, because we owned it,” he said. “That's 
what started it.” 


What the town did not know was that 
State Financial's office building was 
undergoing construction in 1994, and one 
of the contractors was signing for certi- 
fied mail and supposedly delivering let- 
ters upstairs to the company, said 
Urbelis. 

State Financial claimed that the letter 
sent to inform it of the foreclosure had 
been lost in the process, and so the com- 
pany had not received sufficient notice. 
This made it unlawful for Andover to 
foreclose, they claimed. 

State Financial pulled the town into 
land court in June of 1997 to fight for 
redemption of the land, said Urbelis. 
Land-court denied the motion, but an 
appeals judge reversed the land court’s 
decision, stating it was the town’s respon- 
sibility to verify that both the notice and 
the statement had been delivered into 
State Financial's hands. 


“The appeals court said a person has 
to receive that mail, and you have to 
prove they received it,” Urbelis added. 

If the Supreme Judicial Court had not 
overturned the appeals court, protocol for 
foreclosures in the state could have been 
permanently altered, Reilly said. 

“Every single land-court decision 
could have been overturned, because peo- 
ple could have said they lost the notice,” 
he said. 

Resident Mary Smythe, whose 32 Lin- 
coln St. property was foreclosed upon 
because she owed the town several years 
of unpaid taxes, could have claimed that 
she never received notice, Reilly said. 

But when the Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled in the town’s favor last week, the 
judge decided that sufficient notice had 
been given to State Financial, said 
Urbelis. The island will probably become 
town conservation land, said Reilly.

People need to recognize the terrible 
history of persecution that comes along 
with the subject, especially in Andover, 
says Julie Mofford, author of the histori- 
cal witch-trial plays Cry Witch! and The 
Judgement of Martha Carrier. 

“This is really about intolerance, and 
anger against the people who were poor 
and female,” she says. 

The myths and folklore encouraged by 
spooky stories ignore the tragic truth of 
the witch persecutions, she says. People 
should avoid the temptation to grab a 
broomstick and go out trickor-treating 
with a cackle. 

Andover residents played a horrible 
role in the Salem witch trials of the late 
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. A Par 
Broom doom — The ubiquitous splatted witch can 


1600s, accusing the greatest number of 
people, says Mofford. 

“Most people believed at the time that 
the devil had a conspiracy to take over 
the colony of the Massachusetts Bay, and 
Andover was like the last battleground,” 
she says. “They decided that Satan was 
taking over the colony and hiring witch- 
es as his agents.” 

But not everyone in Andover takes the 
town's witch history so seriously, includ- 
ing the people at Andover Optical Eye- 
wear Specialists on Main Street, who 
proudly display a witch — sporting a pair 
of sunglasses - in their front window. 

“It's in the spirit of Halloween, and it’s 
supposed to be fun,” laughs employee 
Kara Simko.

Deirdre Brennan lives at 8 
Douglass Lane, a three-story 
Shingled house that dates 
back to 1765, and is well-docu- 
mented by the Andover His- 
torical Society as a busy stop 
on the Underground Rail- 
road. 

“There is a hole in the 
attic that we think was once 
a hiding spot,” says Brennan. 

She moved to Andover 
about five months ago with 
her two teenagers, and was 
delighted to learn about the 
historic significance of her 
new house, which, according 
to documentation, was a 
major meeting spot for many 
fugitive slaves on the road to 
Maine. 

“From the 1830s on, fugi- 
tive slaves would go there to 
find a safe haven as they 
were traveling from the 
south,” says Jim Sutton, 
director of Memorial Hall 
Library. 

Not only did the home 
shelter many unnamed indi- 
viduals fleeing to freedom, 
some well-known historic fig- 
ures walked through the 
house’s original doorframes 
as well. 

“The Jenkinses (the origi- 
nal Owners) were very active 
in the abolitionist movement, 
and Harriet Beecher Stowe 
actually visited the house,” 
Says Brennan. “It’s quite an 
honor and a responsibility to 
live in a house like that. It’s 
part of our local history.” 

Next Friday, Nov. 3, resi- 
dents will have a chance to 
learn more about the Greater 
Lawrence area’s role in the 
abolitionist movement, more 
than 170 years after African-

safe havens as the Brennan’s 
new home played in the 
1800s. 

“We're trying to increase 
regional awareness and com- 
munity understanding of the 
historical themes of aboli- 
tionism and the underground 
railroad,” said Sutton, the 
library director. 

In 1990, the U.S. Congress 
directed the National Park 
Service to undertake a study 
of the Underground Railroad 
and its sites and significance, 
says Julie Mofford, educator 
at the Historical Society. The 
Greater Lawrence Under- 
ground Railroad Committee 
is the local area’s effort to col- 
laborate with the national 
Underground Railroad study. 

“It’s a national initiative, 
and our plan is to link our 
local history with this 
national initiative,” she says. 

Rushing, a former presi- 
dent of the Museum of Afro- 
American History, hopes to 
dispel the myths and misun- 
derstandings around the 
Underground Railroad, says 
Mofford. His talk is the first 
in a series sponsored by the 
committee.

posal), is it worth doing?” asked Larsen 
before the vote. 

McQuade says that the selectmen and 
Finance Committee stances are “going to 
make it awful difficult to win a Town Meet- 
ing, but (the AYF youth) are willing to take a 
chance.” 

Larsen also says he is tired of what he 
sees as endless questions that AYF has done 
its best to answer — without even being sure 
that they will have a youth center to build. 
It's time for the community to accept the gift 
AYF has offered, he says. 

“There is sort of an assumption that AYF 
will toil forever, answering questions until 
the spring of next year. That isn’t going to 
happen,” Larsen says. 

“We won't have any further answers in 
the spring. We've gone as far as we can 
now,’ McQuade says. 

AYF has already spent $50,000 on prelimi- 
nary plans, and it won't spend the $200,000 
needed for more involved plans until it gets 
Town Meeting approval for the project. 

McQuade says its fundraiser, Tom Jones, 
also believes the decision needs to be made 
in the fall, rather than the spring, so 
fundraisers will have this school year to 
raise money. 


Limited support 
AYF’s decision to vote on whether to pur- 


sue the project came after the Board of 


Selectmen failed to take a stand on the 
youth-center article Monday night, immedi 
ately following the Financial Committee's 
statement that it would not recommend the 
article for approval. 

The Planning Board unanimously voted 
to recommend approval Tuesday night. 

Selectmen were split 2-2-1. Chairman 
Brian Major and Ted Teichert voted to rec- 
ommend approval, Mary French and John 
Hess voted against, and Lori Becker 
abstained 

Those against the proposal said the town 
and AYF need to more fully develop the plan. 

It's simply not ready for (Special) Town 
Meeting,” says Financial Committee Chair- 
woman Joanne Marden. “We think voters 
should Know what they are getting. They 
need to know how it’s going to be financed 
and what impact it’s going to have on other 
budgets and the tax rate.” 


Larsen says he expects it to cost the town 
$200,000 per year to operate and maintain the 
building once it is built by the private group. 

“I think that’s an honest figure and I think 
the town can afford it. I don’t think it will 
harm school programs or other programs. It’s 
a matter of priority and it’s a matter of will.” 


Community center still option for some 

Major supports a youth center, and says 
the facility can be used by others, such as 
those taking community-services courses. 

However, Selectman Lori Becker says she 
worries that voters may not realize what they 
are getting if town officials confuse them with 
ideas not relative to the issue at hand. 

Talk concerning a community center - a 
combined facility for youth and seniors — has 
increased among a few heads of key groups, 
though selectmen have not sat down together 
to discuss the concept as a board, says Beck- 
er. 

Major says seniors and youths have not sat 
down to discuss the idea. 

“If the board was leading the directive as a 
truly town-sponsored type of thing, then my 
guess is that this board would lean towards a 
community center. However, that’s not the 
task that we were given,” says Becker. 

Major admits that he would like to see a 
community center materialize, rather than 
build duplicate centers in two different places 
that would essentially house many of the 
same types of programs. The community cen- 
ter he envisions could be one building - an 
extension of the youth center, if one is built - 
or a separate building on the same West 
Andover “campus” as the proposed youth 
center site. 

“I look at the youth center moving forward 
and being a successful project to the corner- 
stone of the whole operation out behind West 
Andover. That could be the anchor to a com- 
munity center or a youth center all itself,” 
Major says. 

Both Larsen and McQuade say the youth 
center site has room to add a swimming pool 
or another wing that could be used for a 
senior activities, if seniors decided they were 
interested in the option. 

“I think there’s room for that, but I want to 
make it clear that we in no way are making 
any comment on the senior effort. The issue 
is, is there room, and yes, there is,” says

Major reemphasized his 
concern that spraying for 
mosquitoes in Andover might 
not be effective, because sev- 
eral of the towns that border 
Andover are not participating 
in the program. 

The hazards of chemical 
spraying weighed heavily on 
Major's mind as well, he said. 

“Do we feel that these 


chemicals are really going to 
be safe?” he asked. 

Ultimately, the board 
decided not to recommend 
approval for November. “This 
would be an article that we 
would like to see readdressed 
for spring Town Meeting 
when we have more informa- 
tion, when the recommenda- 
tions from the Mass. Dept. of 
Public Health are available,” 
said Major. 

But it is not guaranteed 
that Northeast district will 
have time to get the program 
up and running for next sea- 
son if the town waits until 
April to vote on the contract, 
said French.

Andover finally sells Smythe house 


Taken tax house back on rolls 


After three months of trying to sell a fore- 
closed-on property at 32 Lincoln St., town offi- 
Cials completed a deal with John Faneros of 
Lowell last Friday, Oct. 20. 

Faneros plans to restore the condemned 
house where Tax Collector David Reilly 
believes resident Mary Smythe still lives, 
despite the town’s efforts to make her move 
out. 

The town took the property from Smythe 
over a year ago because she owed $70,000 in 
unpaid taxes that had accumulated since 
1981. At an auction in July, highest bidder 
Stephen Early won the property for $235,000, 
but then backed out of the deal weeks later, 
claiming the town had withheld information 


on the state of the house. 

The second-highest bidder, an individual 
from Lowell who bid $225,000, refused the 
property when the town approached him, 
leaving 32 Lincoln St. to Faneros, the third 
highest bidder who paid $200,000 last week. 

Faneros, who could not be reached for 
comment, wants to install a heating system at 
the house as soon as possible, says Reilly. 
Smythe also could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Regarding the town’s involvement with 
the property and Smythe’s fate, Reilly is 
breathing a sigh of relief. “It’s nice to have it 
over with,” he said.

Bierlich, 39, of Manchester, NH, and his pas- 
senger, Sharon Bonfilio, 38, of Brockton, were 
taken to Lawrence General Hospital, where 
Bonfilio was pronounced dead.

Council on Aging Chairwoman Dorothy 
Bresnahan says that the concept of a commu- 
nity center has not been discussed at great 
length, and the seniors still have their eyes 
fastened on their goal of restoring Will Hall 
for a separate senior center.

School Committee reaction 

Members of the Andover Youth Founda- 
tion made a presentation to the School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night as part of their ongoing 
efforts to promote the idea of constructing a 
permanent youth center in Andover. 

About 40 Andover citizens have been work- 
ing for the past two years on the idea, said Peg 
Campbell, and they have made a determina- 
tion about the best location for a youth center: 
a 6.3 acre plot behind the West Andover fire 
station on Chandler Road. 

They decided on this location after making 
26 public presentations to local organizations 
such as the PTO, the Rotary Club, and others. 
The police department has also recommended 
the location. 

After the AYF presentation, two members 
of the School Committee spoke up in support 
of the plan. Gerald Gustus said, “I hope the 
community comes out in strong support of 
this.” Richard Collins also expressed his sup- 
port for any effort that helps Andover youth, 
while cautioning against any future circum- 
stance in which the school district and the 
youth center would have to compete for ade- 
quate funding. [ff that happens, he said, 
“We’re in trouble.” 

With regard to the ubiquitous funding 
issue, Larson stated, “In the beginning is the 
vision, the question of where you want to go, 
and I don’t shrink from that.” The School 
Committee did not vote on the issue. 


Resident concerned; officer sees no proof of danger 


Coyotes not seen as problem 


Though an Andover letter writer is con- 
cerned about coyotes killing neighborhood 
pets, the town’s animal control officer 
believes there is little to fear. 

While coyotes have been seen running 
around Andover, police do not have any con- 
firmed instances where coyotes are proven 
responsible for missing pets, said Animal 
Control Officer Wayne Nader. 

‘There is no confirmed case of them 
attacking dogs and killing dogs,” he said. 
“They'll eat chipmunks, mice and rabbits. 
They usually don't run in packs unless its a 


female with a couple of young.” 

There is even less of a chance that a coyote 
will attack a human, Nader said. Coyotes, like 
any mammal, are susceptible to rabies, which 
could make a coyote more dangerous. But a 
healthy coyote is normally very shy, he 
added. 

Very few residents have called police to 
complain about coyotes, Nader said. If the 
town was to determine that coyotes posed a 
definite threat to people and animals, the 
state Division of Fishery and Wildlife would 
take action.

No on 2: Prisoners 
should not lose vote 


Editor, Townsman: 

Ballot Question 2 in the upcoming election 
is a sleeper. It is an amendment to the state 
constitution that slipped all but unremarked 
through the Great and General Court and 
now requires a popular vote to complete a 


modest but sad ambush on our freedom and 
democracy. 

I don’t know how or why we got here and I 
am not a scholar of this issue, but I do know 
that over 200 years ago when the founders 
wrote the Massachusetts Constitution they 
believed that people in jail had not forfeited 
their citizenship and therefore neither was 
forfeit their franchise. 

Most prisoners will eventually return to 
their community and the right to vote could 
help keep them connected. The founders had 
before them the recent example of a colonial 
overseer that sometimes used imprisonment 
in politically motivated ways; they included a 
constitutional right in partial response. 

Now we are asked - for the first time in the 
history of the Commonwealth - to enact an 
amendment that would take away a right. I 
will vote “No,” because I do not believe that 
this is a first step that should be taken - let 
alone taken for no good reason, but the politi- 
cal profit of a few mean spirited opportunists.

Andover native knows ‘What to do when

lan Foppiano was excit- 
A: to go to his first Jew- 

ish wedding. He was 
delighted when someone hand- 
ed him a yarmulke on his way 
into the synagogue. He put the 
skullcap on his head and imme- 
diately forgot about it. ~ 
Hours later, toward 
the end of the recep- 
tion, the bride’s broth- 
er approached Alan 
saying, “You can 
always tell who the 
non-Jews are. They 
never want to take the 
yarmulke off.” 

So goes the comi- 
cal side of a new 
guidebook titled 
What to Do When 
You're Dating a Jew, 
written in part by Andover 
native Jennifer Block. It cov- 
ers all things Jewish — from 
knishes to kreplach, kosher to 
keppe — and is geared toward 
non-Jews who want to feel 
comfortable in Jewish circles. 

“All we're trying to do is to 
keep you from ordering a ham- 
and-cheese sandwich in a 
kosher deli, or planning a 
party to celebrate the Jewish 
New Year. Think of it as a little 
advance warning about what 
you are getting into by dating 
a Jew. You'll thank us later,” 
Block, a 1987 Andover High 
grad, writes in the chapter-one 
introduction. 

“More important,” she adds, 


“you'll be more at ease in situ- 
ations that could otherwise be 
awkward because of cultural 
differences.” 

Growing up in Andover in 
the 1970s and ’80s, Block was 
on the flip side of her book’s 
topic. She was a Jew looking to 
fit into non-Jewish 
circles when she 
socialized outside of 
her family. “There 
was not even a tem- 
ple, and it was diffi- 
cult to find other chil- 
dren who were going 


through the same 
things as me, with 
the same beliefs, 


going to temple and 
Sunday School,” said 
Block who now lives 
in San_ Francisco, 
Calif. “I only had about 10 or 12 
kids in my grade who were 
Jewish.” 

She said her Jewish parents 
were among the first people to 
get involved with building 
Andover’s first temple. Her 
father, Michael Block, had a 
dentist office on Lowell Street, 
near the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. Her mother, Judith 
Block, was a substitute teacher 
in local schools. The Blocks 
used to live in the Indian Ridge 
area, but moved to Newton last 
year. 

Block also has a sister, Eliz- 
abeth, and a brother, Eric. 

Jennifer Block grew up to 
be a self-described nice Jewish 


girl with a sense of 
humor who fell in 
love with a non-Jew- 
ish guy, husband 
Dave Martin, who 
hails from Michigan. 
It's not surprising 
that when a friend, 
Vikki Weiss, was 
thinking of writing 
this guidebook, Block 
jumped on board. 

But while Block’s 


credentials were a 
perfect fit, they are 
not uncommon. A 


1990 National Jewish 
Population Study 
found that 52 percent 
of American Jews 
marry non-Jews, 
accounting for mil- 
lions of interfaith 
marriages.

Block and Weiss’ 
partnership began 
two years ago when the 
women started e-mailing 


friends, Jewish and non-Jew- 
ish, for their favorite inter- 
faith anecdotes. The response 
was overwhelming. 

“We had to pare down the 
information we received,” said 
Block, who graduated with a 
journalism degree from Boston 
University and is currently 
content director of Redband 
Broadcasting, an Internet 
audio production company. 


The book is light and

breezy, and offers a good mix 
of practical Jewish informa- 
tion (e.g., knishes are large 
dumplings filled with potato, 
mince meat, or spinach; while 
kreplach are dumplings with 
chopped meat or cheese usual 
ly in soup), and is peppered 
with quotes and jokes about 
Jewish life (“What's the differ- 
ence between a Jewish mother 
and a Rottweiler? Eventually, 
the Rottweiler lets go!’”’). 

The more serious side of the 
book covers the basics of

you’ re dating a Jew’ 


Judaism (the Sh’ma is 
the Jewish affirma- 
tion of faith, recited 
in the morning and 
before going to bed) 
along with a review of 
the Jewish holidays. 
(Bring a Kosher wine 


or a marble pound 
cake, and don't wear 
leather to a Rosh 


Hashanah celebra 
tion. Leather is a 
reminder of warfare.) 

“We did a lot of his 
tory on Israel and 
things that were not 
in our general knowl 


edge,” said Block, 
adding that her 
favorite part of the 
research was going 


through all those e 
mail responses where 
many people wrote 
about their most 
embarrassing inter 
faith moments. 

Tips on Jewish movies, a 
list of Jewish celebrities, and a 
list of the meccas of American 
Jewry are also included in this 
$12 book, which is published 
by Three Rivers Press, a divi- 
sion of Random House. 

“We wrote this in a light- 
hearted way. We didn’t want to 
sound preachy and we are not 
looking to convert anyone,” 
Block said. “If nothing else, 
this book will give you much 
to talk about. And Jews love to 
talk.”

Built on the platform of Toyota's full- 
size Tundra pickup, the eight-passenger Toy- 
ota Sequoia is larger and roomier than Toy- 
ota's current big SUV, the five-passenger 
Land Cruiser. The Sequoia is powered by the 
same 4.7-liter, i-Force V-8 that's in the Tun- 
dra, but in the new sport utility, the engine 
develops a maximum 240 horses and 315 foot- 
pounds of torque. Both two- and four-wheel 
drive Sequoias will be available. 

Toyota also introduces the second-gener- 
ation RAV4 in 2001. The new model is longer, 
wider and taller, inside and out, than the 2000
